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TERM  OF  ENLISTMENT. 

One-third  of  the  enlistments  in  the  Regular  .Vrmy  of  the  United  States  shall  be  for  a  period  of  one 
/ear,  and  the  remaining  two-thirds  thereof  shall  be  for  tlie  period  of  three  years.  For  tlie  present  no 
•estrictions  on  enlistments  of  either  class  are  imposed  upon  recruiting  officers,  except  tliat  no  man  shaU 
)e  enlisted  for  one  year  who  has  not  had  previous  military  service  in  the  Regular  Army  or  in  the  Army 
IS  constituted  under  the  Act  of  Congress  approved  May  18,  1917,  entitled  "An  Act  to  authorize  tlie 
President  to  increase  temporarily  the  Military  Establishment  of  the  United  States." 

The  Act  of  Congress  approved  February  28,  1919,  governing  voluntary  enlistments,  provides  fur- 
;her  that  no  man  enlisting  under  that  Act  shall  be  required  to  serve  with  the  reserves  and  tliat  after  the 
sxpiration  of  one  year  those  enlisting  for  the  period  of  three  years  may  be  discliarged  in  tlie  discretion  of 
he  Secretary  of  War  under  such  rules  and  regulations  as  he  may  prescribe  after  one  year  of  service. 

No  men  will  be  enlisted  or  reenUsted  who,  on  account  of  dependents,  will  be  entitled  to  family 
Jlowances  under  the  provisions  of  the  War  Risk  Insurance  Act.  This,  however,  does  not  apply  to  men 
low  in  the  Army  who  were  enlisted  prior  to  April  2,  1917.  \ 

Enlistments  wiU  be  made  in  the  grade  of  private,  and  promotions  to  higher  grades  will  follow  as 
vacancies  occur  and  the  soldiers'  qualifications,  conduct,  and  service  justify.  Promotions  are  usually 
apid  in  the  case  of  men  of  high  character  who  show  proficiency  in  special  phases  of  the  work. 

Every  soldier  is  privileged  to  deposit  his  savings 
a  sums  of  not  less  than  $5,  with  any  Army  pay- 
aaster,  and  for  the  sums  so  deposited,  for  the 
)eriod  of  six  months  or  longer,  interest  will  be 
)aid  at  the  rate  of  4  per  cent  per  annum. 

Applicants  for  enlistment  must  be  between  the 
>ges  of  18  and  55  years.  Tliey  must  be  unmar- 
ied,  of  good  antecedents  and  habits,  and  free 
rom  bodily  defects  and  diseases.  They  must  be 
•itizens  of  the  United  States  or  have  made  les:al 
leclaration  of  their  intention  to  become  citizens 
>f  the  United  States,  and  be  able  to  speak,  read, 
md  write  the  English  language.  Before  enlist- 
ng  they  are  required  to  pass  a  physical  examina- 
ion  to  determine  their  fitness  for  service  in  the 
Jnited  States  Army.

RETIREMENT. 

After  30  years'  service,  a  soldier  is  entitled  to  be  retired  and  receive  monthly,  during  life,  three- 
ourths  of  the  monthly  pay  he  was  receivmg  at  the  date  of  retirement,  and,  in  addition,  $9.50  per  month 
LS  an  allowance  for  clothing  and  subsistence,  and  S6.25  per  month  in  lieu  of  quarters,  fuel,  and  light. 

EXAMINATION  FOR  COMMISSION. 

i  Unmarried  soldiers  under  30  years  of  age,  citizens  of  the  United  States,  physically  sound  and  of  good 
Qoral  character  before  and  after  entering  the  Army,  are  eligible  to  compete  for  provisional  appointment 
o  the  grade  of  second  lieutenant  after  one  year's  service.  ^
